SOME ILLUSTRIOUS LAY BROTHERS. 


The voéation of a Brother in a religious society has proven so inter- 
esting a-subject that we are minded to say something more concerning it 
in this issue of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR. It may seem to some persons 
that there is an inequality in the cendition of those who become priests 
in a religious ¢ongregation and of those who become Brothers offering 
themselves to the manual work of the household. Thé glorious history of 
many of these Brothers in religious crders should be sufficient to show 
such persohs how mistaken they are in undervaluing the vocation of those 
who are called by God to be religious Brothers and to spend their lives in 
ministering to the temporal necessities of their brethren. To begin witlt, 
some of the founders of religious orders have never gone beyond the 
degree of a brother or at least have never taken the dignity and respon- 
sibilities of the priesthood. Such a one was St. Camillus of Lellis, the 
patron of nurses, who established an order for men in which he himself 
devoted himself in the holy work of nursing in the capacity of a Brother 
all his life long. St. John of God in like matiner established another 
society for nursing the sick and service in the hospitals. Even the great 
St. Francis himself, founder of the Frangiscan Order and one of the best 
beloved of men, not only among Catholics, but also among those outside 
the Church, would never allow himself te be raised to the dignity of the 
priesthood, but all his life remained a simple Brother of the great Order 
which he had founded, wishing to be called Brother Francis and declining 
from humility and distrust of self the weighty dignity and heavy cares 
of the priest who must be a pastor of souls. Some of the brightest orna- 
ments of religious orders have likewise been lay brothers. Not to men- 
tion many others, St. Alphonsus Rodriguez, of the Society of Jesus, one 
of the most glorious members of the Jesuit Order, wae all his life in the 
Society employed in the humble capacity of a lay brother, serving as . 
porter at the door and employing himself in humble work for his com- 
munity for which he is now enjoying a most exalted place in Héaven. 
If the work of lay brothers is not eo great in the eyes of the world as 
that of priests their reward will be very precious in Heaven and they 
escape many of those responsibilities which weigh so heavily on the 
heart of the priest. We repeat the offer to give to any Catholic young 
man who wishes it information and directions concerning é¢ntrance as a 
Brother into a religious community. The need for more Brothers is very 
great. They will be especially wéleomed at the present time. Write to 
Father Garesché, editor of “The Queen’s Work,” St. Louis, Mo.
